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REPORT. 


No  variety  of  incident  has  marked  the  history  of  the  Home  for 
the  Children  of  Seamen,  during  the  past  year.  Death  has  not 
been  permitted  to  enter  our  borders  ;  neither  have  the  ravages  of 
disease  been  extensively  felt  in  our  midst ;  steadily  and  quietly 
have  we  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  The  objects  of  our 
bounty  have  made  good  improvement  in  the  elementary  studies 
they  are  pursuing;  and  their  general  deportment  evinces  an 
attention  to  the  directions  of  their  instructors  creditable  alike  to 
themselves  and  their  teachers,  and  gratifying  to  their  friends. 
Of  their  contentment,  no  more  convincing  proof  can  be  given, 
than  that  when  they  have  been  allowed  to  leave  for  a  short  visit 
to  their  parents  or  friends  they  have  evinced  not  only  a 
willingness,  but  an  anxiety  to  return  to  their  pleasant  home- 
Two  of  the  older  children  have  been  placed  in  families  where 
they  will  be  well  ctred  for,  and  will,  we  trust,  be  useful  to  their 
employers. 

The  number  of  children  is  fifty-six,  of  whom  forty  are  boys, 

and  sixteen  girls.    This  number  is  somewhat  greater  than  that 

to  which  the   managers  stated  in  the  last  report,  they  had 

limited  themselves  ;  but  circumstances  seemed  to  demand  this 

small  increase.  The  building  we  occupy  is  now,  however,  filled  to 

its  utmost  extent,  and  any  further  applications  for  the  benefits  of 

our  charity,  must  necessarily  be  denied.    This  will  be  trying 

indeed  ;  but  it  leads  us  earnestly  to  hope  that  an  effort  will  be 

made  in  our  behalf,  by  the  friends  of  the  sailor  and  his  family, 

to  procure  or  erect  for  our  use,  a  building  adapted  to  our 
* 
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Occupancy  in  size  and  comfort  ^  our  present  location  being  greatly 
deficient  in  both  these  respects. 

In  addition  to  our  limited  accommodations,  one  circumstance 
in  our  history  subjects  us  constantly  to  anxious  and  painful  effort, 
and  this  is  the  small  number  of  our  annual  subscribers.  The 
managers  trust  that  they  are  willing  to  make  every  exertion 
which  duty  calls  for,  to  procure  from  a  benevolent  public,  and 
from  the  friends  of  sailors,  the  funds  necessary  to  the  support  of 
this  institution  ;  but  who  can  fail  to  see  how  cheered,  how 
encouraged  they  would  be  in  their  labor  of  love,  by  the  con- 
sciousness that  their  cause  is  sustained  by  firm  friends,  who 
are  willing  to  contribute  liberally  and  regularly,  to  the  moral 
and  intellectual  training  of  the  Sailors'  family.  And,  although 
our  Treasurer's  Report  shows  a  balance  of  $440.34,  after  paying 
expenses  to  the  amount  of  $2360.90,  yet,  it  will  be  perceived 
that  this  balance  arises  from  the  avails  of  the  Fair,  given  by  the 
friends  of  the  Society,  and  from  the  Great  Western  Fund,  both 
which  sources  of  income  were  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual 
Report,  and  are  quite  over  and  above  any  income  of  the  year 
just  closed.  This  little  fund  we  had  hoped  to  leave  unimpaired 
by  current  expenses,  towards  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building, 
which,  as  already  mentioned,  we  so  much  need;  but  this  hope 
has  thus  far  unfortunately  been  disappointed. 

In  conclusion — while  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the  assistance 
rendered  by  some  liberal  friends,  we  would  urge  with  zeal  and 
confidence,  the  claims  of  this  useful  and  interesting  charity  upon 
a  commercial  community ;  and  trust,  that  He  who  hears  the 
widow  and  the  fatherless  when  they  cry  unto  Him,  will  incline 
many  to  contribute  liberally  of  the  abundance  which  is  pouring 
in  upon  us,  to  the  support  of  so  benevolent  an  Institution.  Faint 
indeed  would  be  our  hearts,  and  feeble  our  hands,  were  it  not  for 
this  trust,  but  with  it  we  may  press  forward  in  the  path  of  duty, 
secure  of  strength  to  help  in  time  of  need.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  called,  "  The  Society  for  the  Re- 
lief of  Destitute  Children  of  Seamen." 

ii.  ^ 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  afford  relief  and  pro- 
tection to  the  Destitute  Children  of  Seamen,  in  the  city  of 
New  York  and  its  vicinity,  by  providing  an  Asylum  for 
them,  with  proper  arrangements  for  their  health,  comfort  and 
education,  which  shall  be  called  "  The  Home  for  Seamen's 
Children." 

IIT. 

Any  person  contributing  Two  Dollars  annually  to  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  shall  be  a  member  thereof ;  and  a  contribution  of 
twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time  shall  constitute  Life  Membership. 
All  sums  under  two  dollars  to  be  received  as  donations. 

IV. 

The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  a  first  and  second  Directress,  a  Secretary, 
a  Treasurer,  and  twenty-four  Managers,  to  be  chosen  annually, 
by  the  Society  ;  w]gfff  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  in  their  own  body  during  the  year. 

v. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Wednesday  of  April,  at  which  time  the  Annual  Report  shall  be 
presented  by  the  Board,  and  the  Officers  and  Managers  for  the 
ensuing  year  shall  be  elected,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until 
others  are  chosen. 

VI. 

The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  tlie  Board  of  Managers  preserve  order,  state  questions, 
and  declare  the  result  of  all  motions ;  and  when  the  meeting  is 
equally  divided  on  any  question,  she  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 
In  case  of  her  absence,  these  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Second 
Directress  ;  and  when  both  are  absent,  a  Manager,  chosen  by  the 
meeting,  shall  preside. 
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VII. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  names  of  the  subscribers  and 
donors;  collect  the  dues  and  pay  them  to  the  Treasurer  ;  shall 
give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of 
Managers ;  record  the  proceedings  of  each  ;  render  at  every  stated 
meeting  of  the  Board  a  regular  account  of  cash  received  by  her, 
and  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  of  money  still  due. 

VIII. 

The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  moneys  for  the  Society, 
make  all  disbursements  ordered  by  the  Board,  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  Managers,  and  at  each  stated  meeting  render  her  account ; 
and  also  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  an  account  of  the 
receipts  and  payments.  She  shall  also  inspect  the  accounts  and 
expenses  rendered  by  the  Matron  of  the  Asylum. 

IX. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  at  least  as  often  as  once  a 
month  to  deliberate  on  measures  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  in- 
stitution. Seven  members  of  the  Board  shall  form  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for 
the  security  and  proper  application  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  to  form  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  regulations,  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  appear  necessary  for  its  prosperity  and  usefulness. 
They  shall  have  power,  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds,  to  call  a  spe- 
cial meeting  of  the  Society. 

x. 

At  the  Asylum  the  children  shall  have  religious  instruction, 
and  habits  of  industry  shall  be  inculcated.  No  girl  shall  be  admit- 
ted into  the  Asylum  under  two  or  over  ten  years  of  age  ;  and  no 
boy  under  two  or  over  eight  years  of  age.  The  entire  charge  for 
the  clothing,  board  and  instruction  of  each  child  shall  be  fifty 
cents  per  week.  When  the  children  shall  have  attained  a  suitable 
age  and  proper  qualifications,  they  shall  severally  be  placed  with 
some  respectable  person  or  family,  for  such  objects,  and  in  such 
manner,  as  the  Board  shall  approve,  or  be  returned  to  their  pa- 
ents,  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient. 

XI. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society. 


BY-LAWS 


The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee 
of  six,  whose  term  of  service  shall  be  for  one  year,  and  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  take  the  general  supervision  of  the  Home  ;  at- 
tend to  the  wants  of  the  Matron  ;  meet  weekly  at  the  Home ;  ap- 
point their  own  Secretary ;  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings ; 
report  the  same  at  the  monthly  meeting,  and  keep  a  register  of 
the  children  received  and  dismissed. 

n. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Receiving  Committee, 
who  shall  meet  weekly  in  the  city,  to  receive  applications  for  chil- 
dren to  be  entered  in  "the  Home;  receive  the  children's  board ;  and 
keep,  as  far  as  possible,  a  knowledge  of  the  parents  and  their  cir- 
cumstances. 

in. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint,  every  three  months,  a 
Committee  of  three,  to  purchase  clothing  and  other  articles  of 
household  use  as  needed. 

IV. 

A  Visiting  Committee  shall  be  appointed  monthly,  consisting  of 
three,  who  shall  visit  the  Home  weekly,  if  possible  ;  inspect  its 
condition  as  to  neatnt^s,  order,  &c. ;  observe  the  general  conduct 
of  the  family  and  school ;  confer  with  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  make  a  written  report  to  the  monthly  meeting. 

v. 

Parents  cannot  visit  the  Home  without  a  permit  from  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  Society,  or  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

VI. 

An  absence  from  three  successive  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board 
on  the  part  of  any  Officer  or  Manager  of  this  Society,  without  a 
written  explanation  of  such  absence,  shall  be  considered  equivalent 
to  a  resignation,  and  a  new  appointment  may  be  made  to  fill  the 
place  of  such  absentee.  But  a  special  vote  may  be  taken,  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  Board  agree,  such  Officer  or  Manager  may  con- 
tinue in  office,  if,  after  being  duly  notified  of  the  action  of  the 
Board  upon  the  subject,  she  is  still  desirous  to  do  so.
